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Letter from China. | 


Pexm, China, July 30, 1870. : 


My Dear Broruer: In my last I gave 
you some account of the Tientsin mas- 
sacre. That account was in the main 
correct. It needs a few modifications 
and additions. ‘The number killed 
seems to have been (I speak of the for- 
eigners) seventeen, instead of sixteen. 
One report which I have seen makes it 
twenty-one, but I think this is an exag- 
geration. Ten Sisters of Mercy were 
killed. I stated before that there were 
nine, and that they were all French. 
It has since been shown that two were 
Belgians, one Italian, one English, and 
the remainder French. As I stated 
before, seven men were killed—four 
French and three Russian, You will 
see from this that not France alone, 
but four other nationalities, must be 
concerned in the settlement of this dif- 
ficulty. But France is the greatest suf- 
ferer. The blow was ostensibly struck 
at her subjects, and the’perpetrators of 
the crime still claim that it was purely 
accidental that any other persons suf- 
fered. Ofcourse, France feels the out- 
rage most keenly. Her prompt action 
on receiving tidings of the awful trag- 
edy shows plainly how keenly she feels, 
and how surely she means to avenge 
the wrong. Plainly, she means no 


child’s play. The sun went down on 


that fatal day of foul deeds; hardly had 
it arose again ere the sad news was on 
its way to Paris. Hardly a month has 
passed ere France, in the person of her 
Admiral, with five gunboats, is at the 
spot where the blood of her citizens 
was spilt and their own property formed 
the funeral pile for their bodies, and 
the lurid flames went up all night from 
another of ‘‘faith’s solitary pyres.” 
Other French troops are on the way. 
We get word to-day that an American 
steamer from Hongkong has just an- 
chored at Taku, thirty miles below 
Tientsin, with eight hundred French 
soldiers, where they will await addi- 
tions to their number, but will hold 
themselves in readiness for action at 
the call of their Admiral. The French 
Chargé d’ Affaires has also left the cap- 
ital, and is dallying with the authori- 
ties at Tientsin in order to gain time 
for the gathering of a sufficient military 
force and for the arrival of French mu- 
nitions of war. This will not require 
many days. As soon as the French 
are ready for action they will make 
known the terms upon which the diffi- 
culty may be settled. It is easy to 
foretell what those terms will be. We 
may safely say that France can hardly 
demand less than these five things: 
First, the surrender of the principal 
officials whose duty it was to have pre- 
vented the outrage, but who, on the 
contrary, in many ways, urged. it.on-to 
its wicked work. If they do not de- 
mand the surrender of these men, they 
will demand their public execution by 
the hands of the Chinese themselves. 
Secondly, the Chinese Government 
must bury the ashes of the victims and 
erect a monument over them, showing 
for all time how these French subjects 
met their death in an open Chinese 
port. Thirdly, the French “must’ de- 
mand the replacing of all buildings de- 
stroyed by fire and full indemnity for 
the loss ofall other property.. Fourth- 
ly, China must bear all. the expense 
France may incur in the settlement of 
this affair. ~ And lastly; China. must

tragedy. Indeed, many of the most 
horrible deeds committed on that dark 
day were by the men from this class. 
Further, if China means to punish the 
perpetrators of these black deeds, it is 
time some of them should be arrested 
and executed. But it is a wefl-known 
fact that the military officer who led 
on the mob at Tientsin, and command-

It is also asserted 
that the whole city of Tientsin, a city 
‘but little inferior in numbers to the 
capital itself, is in league with the riot- 
ers, and is pledged, to a man, to resist 
to the bitter end any attempts to arrest 
and punish the murderers of the for- 
eigners, be those attempts either by 


their own Government or by any for- 


eign nation. Since the day of the mas- 
sacre, every smith-shop in Tientsin has 
been turned into a sword manufactory, 
and the ring of the anvil is heard night 
and day. This only shows where the 
sympathies of the people are. Many 
think that should Prince Kung wish to 
accede to the terms which France will 
propose, and should he attempt to 
bring the offenders to justice, his own 
soldiers would mutiny and the people 
would rise up againsthim. It is, there- 
fore, quite uncertain what his course 
will be. 

- Yet China may listen to the advice 
of her friends. The truest friend she 
has to-day is America. She seems to 
know this, and shows some willingness, 
even eagerness, to hear what her friend 
may have to say. Whether she will 
follow the counsel given, is another 
question. Prince Kung has had one 
or two interviews lately with Mr. Low. 
Also, with Mr. Wade, the Acting En- 
glish Minister. These diplomates keep 
a finger on their lips. But If am glad 
so much has leaked out: Prince Kung 
inquired whether China must receive 
the Christian religion. Our Minister 
replied with emphasis, ‘‘ Christianity is 
a fact. The world cannot go round it. 
It is a power to which China, with all 
the other nations of the earth, must 
bow.” Mr. Wade has also presented 
Prince Kung with, it is said, a very 
able paper on the same subject. 

What effect these words from the two 
most enlightened, most Christian na- 
tions on the globe, and at the same 
time China’s best real friends, may 
have upon her, remains t2 be seen. 
Let us pray that the royal inquirer, and 
many in power with him, may ponder 
them well, and learn from them, and 
the logic of events, not to oppose that 
which is so manifestly of God. 

But whatever lessons these may learn, 
-it..is. plain that darker days are ap-

RELIGIOUS NOTES. 

Yosterday was the occasion of the 
reopening of quite a number of our city 
churches that have been closed for the 
summer. The weather was very warm, 
but the attendance was quite large. At 
two or three churches the. number in 
attendance was larger than the sea 
capacity; especially was this the case a 
the Park-street Church, the house be- 
ing literally crammed. All of the cler- 
gymen selected impressive topics for 
their sermons, and in several instancés 
the surpassingly interesting result of 
the European war was the theme of:a 
religious address. At the Rev. Dr 
Neale’s Church, which was reopened th 
the forenoon (the Doctor officiating),

‘The Friend of India, ‘just’ re- 
ceived, has.an account of another case 
which more recently occurred in a 
lonely village in the Bundelkund State 
of Punnah. There were several per- 
sons implicated, whose defense was 
that they locked up the widow.in her 
own house, while the husband’s body 
was being burned, in order to prevent 
her from immolating herself. She, 
however, managed to escape, and, com- 
ing up to the pyre while the others 
were absent, gathered fresh fuel, cast 
herself into the flames and perished. 
The Punnah durbar or court found 
three men guilty of aiding arid abetting 
the suidee, and sentenced them to rigor- 
ous imprisonment for eighteen months, 
three years, and seven years respect- 
ively, besides mulcting the three vil- 
lages held by the family of the deceas- 
ed.—N. Y. Observer.

Rev. Dr: Narnan Lorp for many 
years President of Dartmouth College, 
died at Hanover, N. H., a few days ago. 
An Eastern paper gives the following 
particulars: . 

*‘He was born at Berwick, Me., in 
1792, graduated ‘at Bowdoin college in 
1809, after teaching at Phillips academy 
in Exeter, studied theology at Andover, 
completing his course in 1815. In May, 
1816, he was ordained pastor of the 
olarth in Ambherst; N. H., where he 
remained twelve years. In 1828, upon 
the ‘tesignation of Rev. Dr. Bennet Ty- 
ler, he was chosen President of Dart- 
mouth College, a position which he held 
over thirty-five years. He was chiefly 
remarkable for his strong support of 
slavery, which.he,considered a divine 
institution, and he*supported his views 
with great'vigor and earnestness.’ But 
war and emancipation settled the ques- 
tion of slavery, and its Northern up- 
holder rapidly sank from public view. 
For séveral months past his health has 
been gradually failing, and his death 
had been expected for seme days before 
it occurred. He was 78 years old, and 
his last sickness was chiefly the result 
of old age.”
